> Hereasthis Court is informed, that divers diſorders and abuſes are committed by ſeverall Officers 
SY! and Souldiers of the Army, eſpecially by ſuch as of late have been ſent as recruites to the Army 
' 1n Scotland and Irel:ind, in their reſpeCtive marches through the Countries; by wounding ſome, 
poems others, ſeizing and impreſſing of Horſes by Souldiers and inferiour cfficers, without 
any Juſt ground or Warrant, or giving any ſatisfaGtion for the ſame :-This Court to manifeſt 
their utter diſlike thereof, and deſire to bring all ſuch offenders to juſtice, and to prevent the 
ſame for time to come: Doe hereby Order, and ſtrily charge and require, all Officers, and 
Jjj particulerly all ConduQtors of Recruits into zreland and 8cotland, or Commanders of Partics, 
NIAf that they take eſpecial care to prevent any inferiour Officers and Souldiers under their Com- 
Fx A mand, from committing any diſorders or abuſes, and upon complaint thereof, torthwith to re» 
£44 aredle the ſame, and bring the offenders to condigne puniſkment. Ard hereof they are not to 
1] faile, as they will anſwer the contrary at a Court of War, upon complaint made of their negli- 
gence there, | 
| | And it is further Ordered, That no Officer or Souldier ſhall preſume to ſeize or imprefle any 
” Horſe or Mare from any Country-man, except by Warrant under the Hand and Seale of one of the field Officers at the leaft, or 
{ | thechiefe Commander of the Party under whom they march reſpeCtively, and that to be onely in caſes of urgent neceſſity, pro- 
*" vided alſo that they give reaſonable ſatisfaQtion tor the ſame, and all field Officers, other chiefe Officers and Cemmanders of Parties, 
are to take notice hereof accordingly. 
And all:Conſtables and whom it may concerne, may forbeare to obey ay Warrant brought to them by any. Officer or 
Souldier of the Army for imprefling of Horſes, &c. except they be Signed and Sealed by a field Cfhcer, o1 the Commander in chief. 
of the Party, and reaſonable ſatisfaCtion given as aforeſaid. | 
And whereas this Court is further informed, that divers Souldiers in this time of ſervice, have taken avd doe often take the bold- 
neſle and liberty to depart from their Colours and Officers out of Scotland into England, and upon their march, out of Emgland into 
$cotlandzand intc,and out of Ireland without leave,to the great diſlervice and prejudiceof this Common-Wealth,notwithſtanding by 
the Lawes of Warre, they are for ſuch offence to ſuffer death. This Court doth hereby ſtrictly charge and command all Officers, 
Souldiers and others whomſoever, who have departed from their Colours or Offi:ers without leave, ( who are not yet appre- 
+ | hended ) that they doe forthwith after publication hereof, make their repaire to their ſaid Colours, and Officers upon paine of 
© death, according to the Lawes of Warre 3 and to authorize, deſire and require reſpeively, ail Governcurs and Officers, - both in 
I Ficldand Garriſon, Souldiers, Conſtables, and others whom it may concerne, . to make diligent ſearch and inquiry for any the ſaid 
| Kun-awayes, and ifthey ſhall not be- gone forthwith after publication hereof as aforeſaid, to apprehend and' ſecure them, to the 
"I end they may be proceeded againſt at a Court of Warre, according to the ſaid Lawes of Warre : And foraſmuchas many of the 
| faid Run-awayes maybe apprehended in places farre diſtant from the head Quarters at London, ſo that they are notlike to bee ſent 
I (and 'witnefles repaire)thither without | 5 charge and trouble. It is Ordered that the ſaid Govenours and other Officers in Field or: 
'Gartiſon, ſhall ſecure ſuch as they ſhall diſcover and apprehend, in their reſpetive Garriſons and Duarters, and give notice there- 
of from time to time, to Major Generall Harri/oz, to the end that diretions may be given for further proceedings againſt them as 
atorefaid : And that ſuch of them as ſhall be diſcovered and apprehended above the diſtance ofthirty miles from Lodow, by the ſaid 
- Conſtables and fothers, ſhall be Celivered to the Governour of the Garriſon next adjacent to the place where they ſhall be appre- 
hended, or to the chietfe Officers neareſt quartering thereunto, And the ſ:id Governours and Officers are to receive them, and give 
notice thereofas before; and that thoſe that ſhall be apprehended by the ſaid Conſtables, $c. within the ſaid diſtance of thirty 
- miles of Loxdoz, ſhall be ſent and delivered into the hands of the proveſt Marſhall at the head Suarters at the Mewes neare V7hite= 
Full, except they can deliver them to any Commiſſion Officer of the Army in 2uarter or Garriſon, nearer to the place where ſuch 
Run-awayes ſhall be apprehended ; who are alſo hereby defired to receive ſuch as ſhall be delivered to them, and ſend themto the 
tiead 2uarters at Londoz as afpreſaid. 
.. Andtothe end theſe Orders may be effeQually put in execution, all Governours of Garriſons, Collonels, Captaines, and other 
Officers whom it may concerne, are hereby reſpeCtively required to publiſh the ſame in their Garriſons, and in the quarters of their 
| Regiments, Troops, and Companies, and that they cauſe them tobe affixed upon the Guards and Market places of their Quarters, 
*and ſo kept from time to time, and tothat cad that the ſame be Printed to be publiſhed according]y. |
